Enclosed is your Dues Renewal Notice for 1969, a self-addressed envelope, ASA 
publications price list, and a Coupon Listing of other journals. Before completing 
and _returnixig your Dues Notice^ pl^ajsLa_^xamine all pages of this form, especially 
for any errors on your Addressograph imprint, or if you wish to change your member¬ 
ship classification. 

Your attention is also called to the following: 

1. Addressograph Imprint : All mailings of the Association, including publica¬ 
tions and this Dues Notice, depend upon the accuracy of the Addressograph imprint 
which is found on page one of the Dues Notice. Please check your imprint for errors 
in name, address, or zip-code, and indicate the corrections on page 2 of the form. 
Check the codes on the top line of the imprint against the following: 

a. The first letter in the upper left hand corner indicates your present 
membership classification (F, Fellow; A, Active; C, Associate; S, 
Student; B, Foreign Associate). If this letter is followed by a "J" 
you are a joint member with your spouse (this is not indicated on the 
imprint of your spouse). If the letter is followed by an "E n (Emeritus) 
"L" (Life), or "H" (Honorary), you need pay no dues. 

b. Active and Student codes (A and S) are followed by two digits indicating 
the year in which such members must be re-classified. Active membership 
may be held for five years, at which time members automatically become 
Fellows. Student membership may be held for seven years, at which time 
members will be re-classified as Associate unless eligible for Active 
status. Such eligibility must be justified on page 4 of the Dues Notice 
Students must be registered undergraduate or graduate students and be 

in residence at an educational institution. When a Student member no 
longer meets these criteria he should notify the Executive Office and 
be re-classified. Members whose code reads M A69" or n S69" must be 
re-classified this year. 

c. The next series of numbers across the center of the top-line of the 
imprint (numbers 1 through 8) indicates the sections which the member 
joined for 1968. Note that the section, Sociology of Organizations 
and Occupations (7) has been added. 

d. The letters in the upper right hand corner indicate the journals to 
which the member subscribed for 1968 (S, Sociometry ; E, Sociology of 
Education ; H, Journal of Health and Social Behavior )
